Honored  Upon 
Retirement 


For  the  better  part  of  the  last  three 
decades,  anyone  going  to  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House  would  be  likely 
to  run  into  Ruth  Passen  or  Bob  Hayes. 
These  two  key  longtime  staffers,  along 
with  Executive  Director  Enola  D.  Max- 
well, were  the  core  of  the  "Nabe,"  as 
the  Potrero  Hill  facility  has  been  fami- 
liarly known. 

Both  Passen  and  Hayes  retired  from 
the  Nabe  this  year,  and  will  be  honored 
on  Saturday,  Nov.  11  for  their  many 
years  of  service  to  the  Neighborhood 
House. 

Passen,  who  worked  for  the  Nabe  26 
years,  functioned  as  an  executive  assist- 
ant to  Maxwell,  and  was  involved  in  a 
broad  scope  of  Nabe  efforts  and  issues. 
In  more  recent  years,  she  began  to  be 
more  involved  in  coordination  and  plan- 
ning of  special  events  at  the  Nabe  and 
serving  as  liaison  to  the  area's  burgeo- 
ning cultural  community. 

For  31  years,  Hayes  worked  in  a  variety 
of  Neighborhood  House  programs,  but 
he  especially  enjoyed  teaching  photogra- 
phy classes.  As  a  photographer,  he  docu- 
mented decades  of  activities  at  the  Nabe 
and  in  the  community. 

Although  taking  care  of  his  health  is 
a  primary  goal  of  Hayes'  retirement,  he 
also  hopes  to  find  the  time  to  return  to 
photography  and  gardening. 

And  for  Passen,  retirement  from  the 
Nabe  IS  making  it  possible  for  her  to

spend  more  time  and  effort  as  editor  of 
the  Potrero  View,  now  in  its  fourth 
decade  of  publication.  Although  The 
View  shares  an  address  with  the 
Neighborhood  House,  it  is  an  independent 
community  newspaper  and  not  affiliated 
with  any  other  organization  in  the 
Potrero  Hill  neighborhood.

Hill  Group  Blows 
Whistle  on  Live-Work 
to  Office  Conversions 


So-called  "artist's  live-work"  lofts,  con- 
troversial in  themselves,  are  being  con- 
verted to  offices,  accelerating  displace- 
ment, cheating  the  city  of  fees,  and  mak- 
ing parking  problems  worse,  the  Potrero 
Boosters  Neighborhood  Association  char- 
ges. 

"Now,  instead  of  livo-work  where  no- 
body works,  we  have  live-work  where 
nobody  lives,"  John  doCastro  ,  President 
of  tlie  Boosters  Assn.  says. 

The  group  claims  the  conversions  are 
illegal  in  three  ways:  They  escape  annual 
limits  on  office  growth,  they  require  a 
conditional  use  permit  for  conversion 
from  residential  to  office,  and  they  are 
wheelchair-inaccessible,  in  violation  of 
the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act, 
preventing  people  with  disabilities  from 
working  for  these  firms. 

A  survey  conducted  by  the  Boosters 
oi  ei  ti-.  -.  ..1   ,.

1 1   ,  iling  over  35 
unil^.,  I'orivei  ted  lo  offices  in  the  once- 
industrial  lower  Potrero.  As  evidence  of 
conversion,  the  group  cites  web  sites 
listing  headquarters  address,  visits  to 
companies,  high  volume  computer  air 
conditioning  visible  from  the  street,  high 


capacity  telecommunications  antennas  on 
buildings,  neon  and  other  signs  advertising 
the  presence  of  the  company  in  the  build- 
ing and  telephone  listings  for  higher  cost 
business  phone  service.  "We  just  don't 
think  artists  need  aH  that  equipment," 
deadpans  Paul  Minion,  Booster  spokes- 
man. 

"All  we  are  asking  is  for  the  building 
owners  to  follow  the  law.  Just  becau.se 
they  may  be  politically  connected  doesn't 
mean  they  are  allowed  to  ignore  the  law 
and  illegally  convert  their  buildings,"  says 
Minton. 

The  Boosters  challenge  the  Building  and 
Planning  Departments  to  immediately 
investigate  these  illegal  conversions. 
And.  "we  expect  the  City  to  enforce  the 
Planning  and  Building  codes  regarding 
Live  Work  lofts,"  Minton  adds. 

The  historlcaUy  moderate  neighbor- 
hood g'-oup  recently  endorsed  Proposition 
L,  the  land-use  measure  being  painted  as 
'radical'  by  City  Hall.  Prop.  L  bans  loft- 
to-office  conversions.  "I'm  a  lifelong 
conservative,"  says  deCastro,  "but  that 
doesn't  mean  I  think  the  market  and  the 
market  alone  should  shape  the  future  of 
our  neighborhoods."

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EDITORIALS 

View  Urges  "YES"  on  Prop  L  — 
"NO"  on  Prop  K!! 

As  the  Nov.  7  election  approaches,  voters  have  seen  a  barrage  of  desperate 
attempts  to  attack  several  measures  on  the  ballot  that  we  believe  are  designed  to 
try  to  keep  San  Francisco  a  city  in  which  people  can  afford  to  live  and  work. 

Major  target  of  these  deceptive  attacks  is  Proposition  L,  which  would  control  the 
growth  of  massive  dot-com  business  locations  in  Potrero  Hill  and  surrounding 
areas.  Prop.  L  would  also  take  long  overdue  steps  to  include  loft  developmenib 
under  the  requirements  of  all  other  residential  units. 

Prop.  L  is  being  opposed  by  Prop.  K,  put  on  the  ballot  by  Mayor  Willie  Brown 
and  his  developer  allies  to  try  to  confuse  voters.  Prop.  K  is  —  let's  say  it  ~  a  phony 
measure  that  offers  far  too  little  and  far  too  late. 

The  View  strongly  urges  all  Potrero  Hill  re&idenls  to  vote  "no"  on  Prop.  K  and 
"yes"  on  Prop.  L. 

There  are  two  other  housing  issues  on  the  ballot  that  are  more  complicated  — 
Proposition  H.  which  limits  the  amount  that  a  landlord  may  pass  through  capital 
improvement  charges  to  a  tenant,  and  Proposition  N,  which  will  include  "tenant- 
in-common"  conversions  along  with  condo  conversions  under  San  Francisco  law. 

Both  these  measures  are  under  attack  from  the  same  developer  forces  that  are 
waging  the  expensive  campaign  against  Prop.  L. 

We  recognize  that  for  a  few  people,  "tenant-in-common"  provisions  have  enabled 
them  to  buy  a  home.  But  these  provisions  have  also  been  subject  to  abuse,  and  have 
been  used  to  evict  tenants  from  housing  in  the  city. 

Further  jeopardizing  tenants  is  no  solution  to  the  city's  housing  crisis.  We  believe 
that  affordable  rental  stock  must  be  preserved  in  San  Francisco.  For  this  reason, 
we  urge  a  "yes"  vote  on  Propositions  H  and  N. 


A  Strong  Vote  for  Sophie  Maxwell 
District  1 0  Supervisor 

Sophie  Maxwell  is  our  candidate  for  Supervisor  in  District  10.  She  knows  the  city 
very  well  —  having  lived  and  worked  in  the  Haight  Ashbury,  Potrero  Hill  and  Bayview 
neighborhoods  throughout  her  life.

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Power  Lines  Pose 
Fire  Hazard 

F.dilor: 

Throughout  the  City  of  San  Francisco, 
local  low-voltage  power  lines  huve  been 
put  underground  because  people  think 
they  do  not  look  nice  overhead.  That's 
okay.  But  tliere  is  a  much,  much  more 
serious  and  important  ovorhead-power- 
line  problem  on  Potrero  Hill. 

High  voltage  overhead  lines  run  from 
the  Potrero  steam  electric  generating 
plant  —  over  Potrero  Hill  —  and  on  to 
downtown  San  Francisco.  These  high- 
voltage  lines  provide  NO  service  to  Pot- 
rero Hill. 

However,  the  high-voltage  linos  are  a 
real  hazard  to  Potrero  Hill.  Why?  When 
the  big  earthquake  comes,  the  high- 
voltage  lines  will  fall  and  immediately 
set  fire  to  what  they  fall  on. 

I  have  lived  at  the  corner  of  18th  and 
Vermont  Streets  since  1977  and  from  my 
window  I  have  seen  two  fires  caused  by 
the  high-voltage  lines.  In  one  case,  des- 
pite phone  calls,  PG&E  would  not  cut  the 
power  until  their  truck  arrived  and  asked 
for  a  shut-off. 

What  should  be  done?  Run  the  high  - 
voltage  power  lines  underground.  It  is 
much  more  important  to  put  the  high- 


voltage  underground  than  to  put  the  low- 
voltage  domestic  service  underground. 
Tlie  high-voltage  undergrounding  must 
take  priority  over  low-voltage  under- 
grounding.  It  is  nice  to  make  the  City 
beautiful,  but  it  is  more  important  to 
make  it  safe. 

When  the  big  earthquake  comes,  and 
the  high-voltage  lines  fall  against  the  old 
wooden  houses  on  Potrero  Hill  and  houses 
are  set  on  fire,  tliat  will  be  only  the  be- 
ginning of  the  problem.    The  City  I'ire 
Dept.  will  be  spread  Ihin  or  be  totally 
unavailable.  So,  once  started,  the  fire 
will  spread.  This  is  why  it  is  so  essential 
to  avoid  a  situation  whicli  will  lead  to 
fire  at  the  onset  of  an  earthquake.

Seniors' Health 
Care  at  Risk 

Editor: 

Recently  we  learned  of  a  significant 
health  care  event  that  is  affecting  sen- 
iors in  our  community,  llejillh  Net  Sen- 
iority Plus,  a  senior  health  plan  Medi- 
care provider,  contacted  patients  in  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  area  and  assigned 
their  patients  to  a  new  primary  core  pro- 
vider with  as  little  as  a  four  day  notice. 

riie  matter  has  gotten  our  attention 
because  of  the  manner  in  which  Health 
Net  handled  alerting  tlieir  patients  to 
this  change  in  service.  The  luck  of  con- 
sideration shown  for  seniors  and  their 
health  needs  by  Health  Net  Seniority 
Plus  was  callous  and  inconsiderate. 

Healtli  Net  should  have  at  least  provid- 
ed their  members  a  reasonable  notice  so 
that  they  could  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  select  a  new  physician  on  their  own. 

The  physician  assignments  have  not 
taken  into  account  a  patient's  individual 


needs.  !n  several  cases  patients  who  have 
lived  in  the  Buyview  Hunters  Point  ncigh- 
borliood.  and  seen  their  primary  care 
physician  for  over  40  years,  were  given  a 
one  week  notice  and  iissigned  a  new  prim- 
ary care  physician  in  an  entirely  differ- 
ent neighborhood. 

Some  of  these  patients  are  unable  to 
leave  their  homes  and  are  currently  re- 
ceiving housecalls  by  their  current  phy- 
sician. Some  patients  have  multiple  ill- 
nesses that  need  to  be  addressed,  prefer- 
ably by  a  physician  that  is  familiar  eith 
tlieir  history. 

As  members  of  the  Bayview  Hunters 
Point  Health  Care  Tusk  Force,  we  think 
Health  Net  should  be  reprimanded  for 
their  callousness  towards  seniors.  At  the 
very  least  a  letter  of  apology  is  due. 

Individual  Practice  Associations  <'ontin- 
ue  to  have  finan<'ial  challenges  and  the 
recent  closure  of  local  IPAs  has  left 
many  patients  scrambling  for  medical 
providers  and  services.  Our  elected  offi- 
cials need  to  work  together  to  develop 
longlerm  solutions  so  that  situations  like 
these  don't  arise  again.

How  Your  Vote  for  Proposition  LWill  Help 
San  Francisco  AND  Potrero  Hill 


Our  neighborhood  and  indeed  all  of  San 
Francisco  needs  balanced  planning  and 
development.  Uhat  we  have  instead  is  a 
Planning  Commission  that  is  perceived 
as  approving  every  development  project 
that  comes  along.  The  Commission  regu- 
larly votes  against  all  the  neighborhoods 
and  not  just  Potrero  and  the  Mission. 
Since  the  September  firing  of  Commis- 
sioner Dennis  Antenore,  the  lone  neigh- 
borhood voice  left  on  the  commission, 
those  votes  have  all  been  unanimous,  ^s 
a  result  neighborhoods  have  no  repre- 
sentation and  lobbyists  dominate  decisions. 

You  can  help  fix  this  problem  by  voting 
yes  on  Proposition  L,  the  Save  San 
Francisco  Initiative  on  November  7th. 
Prop.  L  was  thoughtfully  put  on  the 
ballot  by  the  signatures  of  over  30,000 
San  Franciscans.  You  may  be  getting 
mail  or  phone  calls  that  say  L  is  "half- 
baked." 

In  fact,  many  of  the  ideas  in  Prop.  L 
grew  out  of  the  work  done  by  a  committee 
of  neighborhood  advocates  and  develop- 
ers that  was  convened  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  This  committee  consisted 
of  over  30  representatives  from  the 
business,  development,  neighborhood, 
housing,  artists  and  non-profit  organiza- 
tions in  San  Francisco. 

Unfortunately,  the  Mayor  rejected  this 
compromise  plan  and  put  his  own  last 
minute  Proposition  K  on  the  ballot 
signed  by  only  four  supervisors.  Prop.  K, 
the  office  developers'  proposition  is  paid 
for  by  development  interests.  Interests 
who  have  already  raised  over  one 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  to  defeat 
Prop.  L.  Prop  .  L  does  a  much  better 
job  ofjprotecting  Potrero  Hill. 

A  YES  vote  on  Proposition  L  will  do  the 
following  for  Potrero  Hill 

*  Live/works  will  be  defined  as  resi- 
dential and  all  future  live/work  units 
must  conform  to  housing  guidelines  as 


it  relates  to  setbacks  from  .property 
lines,  height,  bulk  and  neighborhood 
character.  In  addition  they  must  make 
10%  of  the  units  affordable  under  City 
guidelines  and  pay  the  School  District 
residential  impact  fees.  Live/works  will 
be  for  living  space  (residential),  and 
cannot  be  gsed  exclusively  for  office 
space  as  is  the  current  practice. 

*  Office  buildings  cannot  be  con- 
structed adjacent  to  the  residential  area 
of  the  Hill. 

*  Any  office  building  over  6000  square 
feet  needs  a  public  hearing  for  a  condi- 
tional use  to  insure  it  is  compatible  with 
the  surrounding  neighbors.  Condition- 
al use  permits  are  not  difficult  to 
obtain  and  are  a  normal  part  of  the 
permitting  process  in  many  commercial 
projects. 

*  Development  impact  fees  for 
affordable  housing,  childcare.  transit 
and  others  are  to  be  indexed  and  re- 
viewed annually. 

*  Before  any  further  development  is  done 
in  the  Potrero  Hill  area,  a  master  plan 
must  be  developed  with  community 
input.  Prop.  L  does  not  stop  develop- 
ment, it  just  makes  sure  that  develop- 
ment is  done  in  the  right  place  where 
there  is  transit  and  infrastructure  to 
support  it. 

*  With  development  encouraged  in  the 
Pier  70  area  (Illinois  from  18th  to  22nd 
Streets),  Potrero  realizes  a  long-held 
dream  of  connecting  Potrero  Hill  and 
Dogpatch  with  the  waterfront  while 
protecting  the  historic  Union  Iron  Works 
facility.  This  will  give  Potrero  an  area 
similar  to  Fort  Mason  and  the  Marina 
Green  with  a  mix  of  well-planned  office 
developments  and  historic  building  reno- 


vations along  with  much  needed  small 
scale  neighborhood  retail,  like  Nikko 
Fish,  Pete's  Coffee,  and  a  grocery. 

Prop.  L  gives  certainty  to  our  neigh- 
borhood that  planning  will  be  done  before 
office  space  is  developed.  This  does  not 
stop  our  economy.  There  is  over  7.5 
million  square  feet  of  office  space  that 
is  already  approved  or  under  construc- 
tion in  San  Francisco  —  more  than  15 
Transamerica  Pyramids! 

Now  let's  'shine  the  light'  on  the 
competing  measure  —  Proposition  K. 
If  any  Proposition  on  the  ballot  is  "half- 
baked"  it  is  Prop.  K.  11  promotes 
"Khaos."  as  the  Chronicle's  Ken  Garcia 
called  it.  This  "Khaos"  begins  with  the 
mayor  being  able  to  appoint  one  of  his 
cronies  to  a  lO-year  term  as  develop- 
ment King  of  San  Francisco. 

Prop.  K  is  business  as  usual  with  no 
real  long-term  protections  for  the 
neighborhood  and  no  controls  on  live/work 
units.  Prop.  K  ignores  the  work  of 
hundreds  of  Potrero  residents  on  the 
Waterfront  plan  and  the  Planning 
Department-sponsored  Better  Neigh- 
borhoods 2002  effort.  K  was  drafted 
with  developers'  interests  in  mind;  how 
else  do  you  explain  that  influential 
lobbyists  knew  to  file  their  projects 
before  Prop.  K  was  even  announced  as 
reported  in  the  Chronicle  and 
Examiner. 

A  YES  voted  on  Prop.  L  means  ^ou 
Love  San  Francisco  and  Potrero  Hill. 
Join  me  in  voting  YES  on  L  to  Love

Probate  Court 
Seeks  Guardians 
for  ChiWren 

The  Guardianship  Monitoring  Program, 
which  is  a  volunter  program  in  the  Prob- 
ate Department  of  San  Francisco  Super- 
ior Court,  is  now  accepting  applications 
for  volunteer  Court  Visitors  and  Records 
Researchers. 

The  Probate  Court  appoints  guardians 
for  children,  who,  because  of  many 
causes,  including  the  unavailability  of 
their  parents,  need  someone  to  raise  and 
protect  them.  The  Court  is  interested 
in  assuring  that  the  children  are  getting 
the  care  they  need  and  that  guardians 
have  the  knowledge  they  need  to  carry 
out  their  responsibilities.  Tliat  is  wliy 
the  volunteer  Guardianship  Monitoring 
Program  was  established  in  1994  with  the 
help  of  the  American  Assn.  of  Retired 
Persons  (AARP).

Youth  Theater  Fest 
at  Hill  School 

The  San  Francisco  Mime  Troupe 
(SFMT)  will  present  its  Fifth  Annual 
Youth  Theater  Festival  —  a  one-day 
musical  extravaganza  performed  by  S.F. 
teen  members  of  the  Vietnamese  Youth 
Development  Center.  Horizons  Unlimit- 
ed, 21st  Century  Academy  and  the  Harv- 
ey Milk  Institute. 

Titled  "Just  Change,"  this  year's  festi- 
val focuses  on  money  and  the  effect  it 
has  on  our  society's  youth.  The  show  will 
be  presented  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle 
School  of  the  Arts  at  655  De  Haro  St., 
November  12  at  3  p.m. 

The  show  is  the  culmination  of  the 
Mime  Troupe's  Youth  Theater  Project  - 
a  seven-week  workshop  process  in  which 
four  city  youth  groups  produce  plays 
about  the  world  as  teenagers  experience 
it.  Members  of  the  SFMT  serve  as  in- 
structors and  are  joined  by  interns  from 
S.F.  State  University  Theater  Arts 
D«pt.  to  guide  all  aspects  of  the  play- 
making  process. 

Each  neighborhood  youth  group  creates 
and  produces  a  one-act  musical  satire 
with  original  script,  lyrics  and  score.  The 
young  actors  and  singers  are  accompanied 
by  the  Troupe's  live  band.  For  the  one- 
day  festival,  all  four  plays  are  presented 
with  full  sets,  lighting  and  costumes. 

The  issues  addressed  in  the  Festival 
will  be  those  that  most  profoundly  affect 
the  city's  youth.  Several  of  the  plays  ex- 
amine how  low  incomes  and  consumer 
culture  affect  class  status  and  education- 
al opportunities. 

The  SFMT's  Youth  Theater  Project  is 
a  program  aimed  at  promoting  inter- 
group  understanding  and  the  positive 
creativity  of  youth.  The  project  oper- 
ates on  the  belief  that  teenagers  are  a 
population  whose  voices  are  unheard. 
Mime  Troupe  brings  these  voices  into  the 
public  arena  and  encourages  youth  to 
direct  their  energy  onto  the  stage  rather 
than  on  the  streets.

THE  VIEW  AT  THE  LIBRARY 

If  you  arc  searching  for  a  story  that  ran  in  the  Potrero  View 
a  long  dmc  ago,  uke  a  look  at  the  bound  volumes  at  the 
Potrero  Branch  Library  which  conuin  every  issue  from  the 
very  first  one  in  1970  throiigh  December  1991.  We  will  have 
more  recent  issues  bound  in  the  not-too-distant  future,  but  in 
the  meantime,  check  with  the  librarian  who  may  have  diem 
on  file. 
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VIEW  ELECTION  RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  November  1990.  the  View  editorial  board  urged  YES  votes  on  Proposition  H, 
which  would  instruct  the  Port  Commission  to  draw  up  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
waterfront,  and  ban  hotels  from  lining  the  shore;  YES  on  K,  approving  domestic 
partners  registration;  and  NO  on  Proposition  I.  which  would  exempt  the  Mission  Bay 
development  from  the  city's  growth  control  regulations.  On  the  State  propositions, 
the  View  urged  YES  on  128,  for  protection  of  the  environment;  YES  on  130,  the 
"Forests  Forever"  initiative  to  control  the  erosion  of  the  State's  forest  resources;  NO 
on  13,  which  would  make  it  harder  for  state  and  local  governments  to  increase 
revenues;  and  NO  on  139.  which  would  provide  tax  credits  toi private  corporations  who 
hire  state  prison  inmates.  The  View  also  supported  the  candidacy  of  Dianne  Feinstein 
for  Governor. 

HILL  CARTOONIST  PUBLISHES  THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  UNIVERSE 

Larry  Gonick.  who  had  already  had  success  willi  historical  works  in  comic  book  form, 
released  the  "Cartoon  History  of  the  Universe."  a  358-page  volume,  ranging  from 
the  Big  Bang  to  Alexander  the  Great.  Lerry  began  cartooning  for  the  Potrero  View 
in  1978. 

WOODEN  BOATS  IN  CHINA  BASIN  FESTIVAL 

Some  25  wooden  boats  (no  fiberglass!)  paraded  on  the  China  Basin  waterfront  in 
September,  included  were  sail  and  power  boats,  work  boats,  dinghies,  and  anything 
afloat,  as  long  as  it  was  made  of  wood. 

LANDMARK  HOUSE  YIELDS  ARTIFACTS  FOR  COLLAGE  ART 

In  1987  Allen  and  Mitzi  Trachtenberg  bought  the  house  on  Wisconsin  Street,  where 
sculptor  Ruth  Cravath  had  lived  for  almost  thirty  years.  The  house,  built  in  1904  in 
the  Arts  and  Crafts  tradition,  had  been  designated  an  official  Historical  Landmark. 
During  the  process  of  remodeling  the  interior,  the  Trachtenbergs  came  across  old 
newspapers,  posters,  cigar  box  panels,  pieces  of  cartons  and  the  like  tucked  into  the 
old  walls.  Mitzi  Trachtenberg,  a  collage  artist  of  30  years  standing,  made  15  collages 
that  were  displayed  at  the  Hatley  Martin  Gallery.

How  do 
we  keep  butterfly  habitat  while  develop- 
ing the  parks  for  strolling,  dog  walking, 
etc.? 

Local  butterfly  habitat  expert  Barbara 
Deutsch  will  lead  an  educational  talk 
about  butterfly  needy  and  ways  we  can 
support  them  as  we  develop  the  east 
slope  of  McKinley  Square,  Saturday, 
November  18,  at  1  p.m.,  at  20th  and  San 
Bruno  Streets,  near  the  Community  Gar- 
den.

Fall  Is  Still  Good  Planting  Time 


Summer  fog  is  going,  going. ..almost 
gone,  and  the  good  days  of  Fall  are  here. 
Sure  the  occasional  storm  threatens,  but 
nothing  like  what  could  be  coming  later. 

Every  year  1  get  excited  about  garde- 
ning, the  magic  of  tucking  in  a  bulb  and 
knowing  that,  despite  snow  and  subzero 
temperatures,  several  months  later  the 
patch  would  be  full  of  crocus,  galahthus 
or  narcissus. 

In  San  Francisco,  though,  we  can 
plant  year  round.  Fall  is  still  an  ideal 
time  for  many  natives  and  the  more 
unusual  and  drought  tolerant  species 
which  thrive  in  our  Mediterranenan 
climate.  A  tricky  native  like  madrone 
has  a  much  better  chance  of  survival 
if  planted  now,  the  same  goes  for  other 
natives  like  Romneya,  Eriogonum,  Ribes, 
Holodiscus,  Ceanothus.  Now  is  the  only 
time  to  plant  native  bulbs  like  Tritelia 
and  Calochortus. 


Speaking  of  bulbs,  South  African 
bulbs  are  some  of  the  best  performers 
for  us.  Ixia,  Sparaxis,  Watsonia,  including 
evergreens  like  Watsonia  galpinii,  Babia- 
na,  and  Dierama,  species  Gladiolus,  are 
a  few  alternatives  to  the  sometimes 
weedy  favorites  like  Crocosmia  and 
Chasmanthe.  Species  tulips,  Tulipa 
'Lilac  Wonder'  are  reliably  perennial 
for  us,  as  are  some  of  the  dwarf  and 
unusual  narcissus  like  Narcissus  'Golden 
Bells.' 

If  you  like  wild  and  freaky  flowers, 
and  you  can  meet  their  needs  (very  good 
drainage,  little  or  no  summer  water  and 
fertilizer),  try  the  protea  group.  These 
include  the  pincushion  flowers  or  Leucos- 
permum,  Protea,  Banksia,  and  Leuco- 
drendron.  They  are  well  worth  the  risk 
and  effort.

Culien  invited  some  ex-San  Franciscans 
now  living  in  Manhattan  to  ioin  her  at  the 
Marriott  and  enjoy  her  heretofore  unknown 
talent  for  ordering  from  room  service  and 
being  chauffeured  around  the  city  in  the 
hotel's  limos. 

Originally  from  Iowa,  BuUen  has  lived 
in  San  Francisco  since  1993,  when  she  at- 
tended the  San  Francisco  Culinary  Acad- 
emy's "grueling"  16-month  course.  She 
currently  works  in  recipe  development, 
catering,  and  menu  planning. 

Although  Bacardi  rum  was  the  "official" 
drink  at  the  dinner,  Culien  remained  true 
to  her  adopted  state:  "1  stuck  to  my 
California  wine,"  she  declares.

Graham  Cracker  Crumb  Crust: 
li  c.  graham  cracker  crumbs 
J  c.  brown  sugar 
1  T.  fresh  nutmeg,  grated 
1  T.  cinnamon 

1  c,  melted  butter 

Filling: 
7  egg  yolks 

2  3/4  c.  sugar 

3  T.  cornstarch 

3  oz.  (6  T.)  Key  Lime  juice 

3  oz.  (6  T.)  Bacardi  Limon 

Whipped  Cream  Topping: 
1  pt.  heavy  cream 

4  T.  sugar 

Meringue  topping  (may  substitute  for 
whipped  cream) 
7  egg  whites 
lie.  sugar 

Preheat  the  oven  to  350  degrees. 

In  a  medium  bowl,  combine  the  graham 
cracker  crumbs,  brown  sugar,  cinnamon, 
and  nutmeg.  Stir  in  the  butter.  Press  the 
mixture  in  the  bottom  and  up  the  sides  of 
a  9-in.  pie  pan.  Bake  the  crust  on  a  shelf 
in  the  bottom  third  of  the  oven  for  8  min- 
utes. Cool  1  hour. 

In  a  stainless  steel  mixing  bowl  or  the 
top  of  a  double  boiler,  off  the  heal,  whisk 
together  the  egg  yolks,  eggs,  sugar,  and 
cornstarch.     Stir  in  the  Key  Lime  juice 
and  Bacardi  Limon.  Set  pan  over  boiling 
water,  making  sure  the  water  does  not 
touch  the  bottom  of  the  pan.  Cook, 
stirring,  until  thick  (about  10  minutes). 

Strain  and  set  aside  until  cool.  Pour  into 
the  crust  and  refrigerate. 

For  whipped  cream  topping:  Whip  the 
cream  and  sugar  together  until  small 
peaks  form.  Pipe  or  spread  over  pie,  or 
spoon  over  individual  pieces  before 
serving.

Dwayne  Jusino 

17-year  Resident,  Renter 


General  Statement:  My  vision  sees  Disirici  10  not  as  an  isolated  island  of  neglect,  bui  rather  as  an 
integral  part  of  our  Cily 's  fabric.  Commilted  lo  the  principle  "that  I  work  for  you."  I'll  remain 
focused  upon  promoling  ihe  welf:ire  of  this  community,  within  the  larger  scheme  of  our  Cily. 

Hunter's  Point  Naval  Shipyard:  This  is  clearly  a  "no-brainer"  for  anyone  who  cares  about  the 
welfare  of  this  District.  1  support  proposition  P  calling  for  the  removal  of  toxic  waste,  by  the  Navy,  to 
"residential  standards."  The  Navy  must  be  held  accountable  for  their  hazardous  neglect,  because 
District  10's  residents  are  entitled  to  a  safe,  non-loxic  environment  upon  which  to  build  our  newest 
neighborhood. 

Affordable  housing  for  low  income  families:  Unbridled  development  is  not  only  changing  the 
character  of  our  neighborhoods,  but  is  pushing  our  working  class  families  out:  this  is  not  unlike  what 
had  occurred  in  the  Fillmore.  30  years  ago.  The  choices  come  down  to  either  pursuing  a  well-man- 
aged policy  of  "Urban  Renewal"  or  surrendermg  to  the  current  policy  of  "Urban  Removal"  of  our 
very  people.  I  support  expanding  our  affordable  housing  stock  using  a  managed  development  process 
that  is  keyed  lo  neighborhood  interaction. 

Esprit  Park:  White  1  am  not  as  specifically  informed  about  Esprit  Park  as  1  would  like  lo  be.  it  is  my 
belief  that  the  common  need  for  all  our  district  's  parks  is  that  Cily  Hall  work  in  close  concert  with, 
and  facilitate  stable  funding  resources  for.  the  local  community  park  support  groups  that  are  the 
vanguard  of  (heir  preservation. 


Funding  recreation  and  art  programs  for  the  youth:  The  number  one  reason  I  seek  this  office 
is  my  concern  for  the  future  of  my  children.  That's  why  1  support  measures  like  proposition  D:  it  will 
enable  a  proven  budget  "set-aside"  to  fund  after  school  programs,  job  training,  chtid  care  and  health 
programs.  Based  upon  a  percentage  of  property  tax  revenue,  it  won't  burden  us  with  higher  taxes  nor 
will  it  hinder  our  budgeting  flexibility  because  it  does  not  hinge  upon  a  fixed  dollar  amount.

Affordable  Housing  for  Low-income  Families:  District  10  has  the  best  opponunities  for  low- 
inc*me  families  to  buy  and  rent  affordable  housing  in  the  City,  In  addition.  We  have  the  most  under- 
developed lanii  areji  where  affordable  housing  can  be  built.  Funding  is  available  to  assist  in  building 
affordable  housing  at  their  Ibwest  cost.  People  who  are  willing  to  work  have  a  real  opponunity  in 
District  10  to  rent  or  own.  I  believe  the  City  needs  (o  concentrate  on  bedrock  infrastmciure  and 
housing  issues.

Toxic  Pollutants/Waste  at  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard:  Wiih  the  Shipyard,  we  have  a 
tremendous  opportunity  to  create  new.  ways  for  community  equity  and  ownership,  housing,  busi- 
nesses, open  spaces  and  educational  facilities.  In  order  to  realize  this  potential,  we  must  accept 
nothing  less  from  the  Navy  than  full  cleanup  for  unrestricted  use.  We  must  be  assured  ihat  this 
valuable  resource  is  ready  and  available  for  all  potential  uses.

In  our  disincl.  small  business  is 
essential  to  the  revilalizatiun  of  our  troubled  commercial  corridors:  San  Bruno.  Lcland.  anil  Third 
Street. 

Expansion  of  Airport  Runways  into  the  Bay:  I  support  ihe  consiruciion  of  new  runwavs  onl>  if 
alternatives  prove  madcqujlc  and  onlv  after  sufficienl  environmental  studies  have  been  done  to  assure 
thai  the  impact  will  be  as  mininnal  as  possible.

Jim  Rodriguez 

Homeowner  in  District  10  for  3  Years 


General  Statement:  Jim  is  a  24-year  veteran  military  officer  with  proven  leadership  skills.  He 
possesses  iwo  graduate  degrees,  one  in  Physical  Therapy  and  a  second  in  Public  Administration.  Jim 
also  has  considerable  experience,  serving  the  community  for  over  20  years  as  a  health  care  profes- 
sional and  community  volunteer. 

Toxic  pollutants/waste  at  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard:  The  city  negotiated  a  deal 
whereby  Ihe  Navy  would  be  required  lo  clean  up  the  Shipyard  only  to  industrial  use  standards.  That  is 
not  satisfactory.  I  will  renegotiate  that  agreement  to  obligate  Ihe  Navy  to  clean  up  the  entire  Shipyard 
to  residential  standards.  My  Navy  background  gives  me  negotiating  leverage  in  my  ability  to  con- 
vince the  Navy  as  lo  the  importance  of  cleaning  up  all  the  Shipyard's  toxic  pollutants  and  waste. 

Live/work  development:  The  original  intent  of  the  live/work  development  was  to  allow  for 
affordable  housing  to  low  income,  small  business  owners  and  artists.  Instead,  the  developments  have 
become  incredibly  expensive.  They  are  not  built  to  the  energy  efficient  standards  as  required  by  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  developers  do  not  pay  their  fair  share  in  laxes  on  these  developments, 
This  is  why  i  endorse  proposition  L. 

Affordable  housing  for  low-income  families:  The  city  can  develop  a  mortgage  program  similar 
to  the  one  used  by  the  Veteran's  Administration  for  military  families.  The  VA  program  allows  veterans 
to  buy  their  first  home  with  no  money  down.  Families  who  show  a  history  of  good  credit  and  good 
history  could  be  made  eligible  to  purchase  a  home.  The  city  would  insure  the  face  value  of  the  home, 
allowing  lenders  to  free  up  money  for  the  down  payment  of  the  home. 


Esprit  Park:  The  Park  is  private  property  and.  according  to  Esprit,  there  are  no  current  plans  to  sell, 
or  develop  ii.  Esprii  has  been  kind  enough  to  allow  local  residents  to  utilize  the  park.  Should  Esprit 
decide  to  sell  the  park,  ihe  city  should  aggressively  seek  lo  buy  it  and  open  the  park  up  for  public  use. 

Funding  for  recreation  and  arts  programs  for  youth:  It  is  vital  to  the  social  heahh  of  ihe 
community  ihal  increased  funding  for  recreation  and  arts  programs  be  made  available  Distnci  10  has 
the  highest  percentage  of  children  than  any  other  district  in  the  city.  These  children  need  an  outlet  for 
fun  and  creativity  to  not  only  help  them  realize  their  full  potential,  but  also  to  help  prevent  unwanted 
developmental  behavior. 

How  to  retain  small  businesses  in  the  District:  One  of  my  goals  is  to  revitalize  the  maniime 
industry  by  increasing  incentives  lor  companies  lo  do  business  in  the  Southeast  seclor.  Small  busi- 
nesses along  the  3rd  Street  corridor  would  benefit  from  the  increased  maritime  blue  collar  work  force. 
Small  businesses  that  are  located  within  the  neighborhood  communities  should  be  protected  from 
gentrificaiion  by  allowing  them  lo  have  greater  input  on  who  and  whai  kind  of  business  can  be 
established  in  (heir  respective  neighborhoods. 

Expansion  of  airport  runways  into  the  Bay:  This  is  an  environmentally  bad  idea,  I  also  see  a 
potential  for  increased  noise  pollution  from  planes  being  re-routed  over  Poirero.  Bayview^  and  Hunters 
Point.  There  is  no  study  Ihat  1  know  of  that  suggests  thai  increasing  the  number  of  runways  would 
decrease  delays  due  to  weather,  or  airline  problems.  This  is  just  an  attempt  to  increase  airport  revenue 
with  more  flights,  at  the  expense  of  the  surrounding  communities  and  the  environment.

Larry  R.  Shockey 

Bought  Our  Home  in  Hunters  Point  8  Years  Ago 


General  Statement:  The  key  to  my  campaign  is  ACCESS  FOR  A  LL.  District  10  in  the  largest 
geographic  district  in  the  City.  But  we  are  lacking  in  services — as  well  as  ACCESS  to  those  services. 
Shopping  centers,  grocery  stores  and  banks  all  need  to  be  encouraged  inio  Ihe  area.  We  must  make  the 
district  "merchant  friendly  " 

Toxic  Pollutants/Shipyard:  The  Navy  has  been  inexcusably  dragging  its  heels  in  the  clean-up  and 
turnover  of  that  facility.  This  nonsense  must  slop.  The  Shipyard  must  be  cleaned  up  lo  residential 
Sian^lar^ls.  The  PG&E  power  plani  in  District  10— the  only  power  generating  station  in  the  City— has 
experienced  several  explosions  in  recent  months  which  have  exposed  the  area  to  many  toxins,  not  the 
least  of  which  is  asbestos.  It  is  time  to  tear  down  this  plant. 

Live/Work:  Live-work  housing  needs  lo  be  re-defined.  Anist  lofts  in  buildings  originally  zoned  as 
commercial  need  to  be  re-examined  and  exceptions  writien  inio  the  law  which  would  allow  these 
residential  units  m  commercial  buildings  to  be  protected  under  residential  rent  control  laws.  What 
does  seem  clear  is  that  live-work  is  not  a  viable  solution  to  our  housing  crises.  It  is  not  affordable  and 
it  utilizes  more  space  for  fewer  units  than  standard  construction. 

Affordable  Housing:  Ensuring  the  availability  of  affordable  rentals  and  home  ownership  is  in  the 
forefront  in  this  election.  Condo  conversions  tend  to  erode  the  availability  of  affordable  rental  housing 
if  allowed  to  go  unchecked.  Condo  conversions  also  provide  a  low  cosl  way  for  individuals  lo  become 
first  time  homeowners  in  an  otherwise  inflated  market  that  might  otherwise  be  unavailable  lo  those 
buyers.  I  pledge  lo  work  closely  with  developers,  owners  and  tenants  to  develop  a  solution. 


Esprit  Park:  Its  time  has  come.  Full  and  expanded  use  of  city  parks  and  rec  centers  is  a  must.  We 
must  push  for  our  fair  share  of  the  $1 10  million  m  bond  funds  which  will  be  allocated  to  revilalization 
of  our  parks,  which  has  been  made  available  by  the  passage  of  Propositions  A  and  C  in  March  of  this 
year.  We  must  also  seek  additional  funding  through  Slate  Prop  12. 

Funding  for  Youth  Programs:  1  will  introduce  legislation  which  would  require  ihai  rental  units  be 
registered,  and  would  increase  rental  unit  registration  fees  lo  approximately  $110  per  unit,  per  year. 
These  fees  would  be  paid  by  the  landlord  and  would  not  be  passed  through  to  the  lenani.  These  fees. 
approximately  $20  mUlion  annually,  would  be  dedicated  10  youth  programs  throughout  the  City. 

Retaining  Small  Businesses:  We  should  fully  utilize  ihe  enterprise  zones  which  have  been 
established.  It  is  time  to  put  rent  control  for  small  businesses  on  the  table!  I  will  also  introduce  a 
charter  amendment  lo  change  the  makeup  of  the  Planning.  Rec  and  Park,  and  Police  Commissions, 
increasing  them  to  eleven  commissioners  each,  with  one  commissioner  lo  be  appointed  from  each 
Districi  lo  make  sure  Ihat  our  needs  are  met. 

SFO  Expansion:  I  do  not  support  the  current  plan  to  expand  the  airport:  however,  in  order  for  SFO 
lo  remain  competitive,  we  must  find  reasonable  solutions  to  this  problem,  An  audil  of  internal  proce- 
dures must  be  conducted:  alternative  forms  of  transponation  (such  as  high  speed  i«i(  between  SF  and 
LA)  must  be  explored  and  an  examination  of  the  number  of  commuter  flights  must  be  undenaken  to 
determine  if  there  are  other  ways  lo  lighten  the  load  on  SFO.

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What  Makes  a  Filmmaker  Tick? 
Local  Director  Tells  All 


By  Bemie  Gershater 

Writer  and  filmmaker  Julia  Segrove  was 
interviewed  by  the  View  after  her  new 
short  film,  "Routine  Disturbances"  was 
featured  in  the  recent  Mill  Valley  Film 
Festival. 

Born  and  raised  in  San  Francisco,  Se- 
grove was  trained  in  film  production  at 
Son  Francisco  State  University,  where  she 
received  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  Cine- 
ma. On  November  2  the  film  will  be  pre- 
sented at  the  16th  Film  Arts  Festival  of 
Independent  Cinema. 

"1  love  living  on  Polrero  Hill,  so  that's 
why  I  want  to  make  a  short  documentary 
about  how  the  Hill  is  changing  and  how 
residents  feel  about  changes  taking  place 
in  the  neighborhood,"  says  Segrove,  who 
has  lived  on  the  Hill  for  almost  a  dozen 
years. 

In  an  interview  with  her,  Segrove  said: 

View:  Did  you  always  want  to  be  a  film 
director? 

Segrove:  No,  when  1  first  went  to  college 
I  wanted  to  be  an  anthropologist.  After 
taking  a  few  courses.  I  decided  it  wasn't 
for  me,  and  began  taking  courses  in  media 
at  San  Francisco  State  University,  where 
I  graduated  with  a  BA  in  Broadcast  Comm- 
unication Arts.  During  that  time  I  also 
worked  at  several  progressive  public- 
interest  law  firms,  which  led  to  an  inter- 
est in  becoming  a  lawyer.  As  I  was  pre- 
paring for  the  Law  School  Admission  Test. 
1  realized,  for  me  anyway,  that  becoming 
a  lawyer  would  soon  lead  to  a  long  sojourn 
in  Napa.  So  I  decided  to  go  to  film 
school  and  make  films,  which  may  also  be 
a  quick  path  to  insanity,  but  at  least  it's 
more  fun. 


View:  On  that  happy  note,  what  inspired 
you  to  make  a  film  about  a  dark  subject 
like  suicide? 

Segrove:  In  1993,  1  read  a  short  story  by 
Douglas  Glover  -  "Why  1  Decide  to  KiU 
Myself  and  Other  Jokes"  -  which  was 
poignant,  yet  amusing.  More  important,  I 
was  intrigued  by  the  story's  main  char- 
acter Sophie's  irrational  and  desperate 
attempts  to  change  h  er  life  and  come  to 
terms  with  her  past,  especially  her  fath- 
er's death.  1  really  like  the  story's  dark 
humor  and  how  Sophie  finally  realizes, 
after  a  harrowing  night  of  misadventures, 
that  she  doesn't  need  to  stay  in  a  bad  re- 
lationship and  that  ultimately,  she  and 
she  alone,  is  responsible  for  making 
choices  about  her  life.  I  also  liked  how 
Glover  used  plants  and  gardens  as  a 
backdrop  for  a  story  about  death  and  loss. 

View:  At  that  point,  did  you  want  to 
adapt  the  story  and  direct  the  film? 

Segrove:  No,  I  was  in  my  first  year  of 
film  school  and  concentrating  on  screen- 
writing,  not  directing.  But  later,  some- 
time in  late  1996,  after  1  had  completed 
my  coursework  at  SFSU,  I  reread  the 
story  and  became  convinced  it  could  be 
made  into  a  short  film.  After  writing  a 
few  drafts,  I  knew  if  I  wanted  the  script 
to  be  directed  as  I'd  written  it,  I'd  have 
to  direct  tlie  film  myself.  So  I  contacted 
the  author's  agent  and  got  the  option  for 
tlie  story  and  began  planning  the  product- 
tion. 

View:  When  was  that  and  how  long  did  it 
take  to  make  the  film? 

Segrove:  I  finally  got  the  option  in  Spring 
of  '98.  We  shot  the  film  in  about  eight 


by  next  summer.  And  as  I  mentioned 
earlier,  I  want  to  make  a  short  docum- 
entary about  the  Hill  and  the  changes  the 
neighborhood  is  going  througli.  Hopefully, 
1  can  produce  that  project  with  other  Hill 
residents.  So,  I've  got  a  few  things  in 
tlie  hopper. 

View:  What  are  you  working  on  now? 

Segrove:  I'm  fundraising  for  "FOG:  Fre- 
quency of  Occurrences,"  another  short 
piece  that  explores  some  of  iho  themes 
touched  upon  in  "Routine  Disturbances." 
The  other  project,  "Private  Island,"  is  a 
short  experimental  film  about  an  11  year 
old  girl  and  her  first  attempts  to  become 
independent  of  her  dysfunctional  family. 
Since  most  of  tlie  footage  was  shot  about 
five  years  ago,  I  need  to  write  and  shoot 
another  three  or  four  minutes  of  material 
and  begin  editing.  It  should  be  finished 
days,  in  late  1998,  and  finally  finished 
editing  in  February  of  this  year. 

View:  How  did  the  actual  production  go? 

Segrove:  It  was  hell,  just  like  it  is  for 
any  filmmaker.  And  it  doesn't  matter 
whether  it's  e  low  budget  film  or  a  big

budget  film,  making  a  film  is  hard  work, 
from  beginning  to  end.  Although  having 
lots  ol'  money  makes  it  cusicr  in  sonic 
respects,  a  director-producer  usually 
works  24/7,  which  requires  tenacity  and 
lots  of  physical  and  mental  stamina.  Hut 
despite  the  lack  of  money  and  impossibly 
long  tiours,  it  was  a  rewarding,  positive 
experience  for  me.  And  I  was  really 
lucky  to  work  with  local  people.  >orne  of 
wliom  are  incredibly  talented  filmmakers 
in  their  own  right,  like  Frazer  Bradsliaw. 
Vicky  Funari,  Llise  Hurwitzand  Alex 
Cantin.  They  and  Dcana  Igelsrud,  the 
art  director,  and  many  others  worked 
hard  to  help  me  realize  Die  film  1  wanted 
to  mfike.
